The presence of the plague at New 


Orleans continues to b« the source of 
great anxiety tit health, officials along 
the Gulf and Atlantic seaboard, and 
their efforts to ward off the contagion 
from the Infected ports are unrelated, 
ft Is well to understand how earnestly 
the United States government medi- 
cal officers In charge of the situation 
at New Orleans are' working ,not only 
to eradicate the disease, but also es- 
pecially to confine it to the limits of 
the Louisiana city. 


The commerce of New Orleans Is 


carried by vessels and by rail. It is 
possible for the Infected rat, with his 
burden ot fleas to transmit the dis- 
ease to human victims, to travel by 
either route to distant cities and ports 
and both outlets are being guarded by 
the most advanced scientific practice. 


In reply to inquiries by Florida's 


health officer for a stetement of these 
methods, the following reply, under 
date of July 24, from Assistant Sur- 
geon W. C. Rncker, of the United 
States Public Health Service, hi 
charge of the work at New Orleans, 
is important to Florida, 


"Nine cases of human plague have 


occurred, the first being found on 
June 19, 1914. 
Of these nine cases 


four are dead. Eight cases of rodent 
plague have been found." (These fig- 
ures at the present writing, July 30, 
lave been increased to 13 human 
cases and 20 infected rats.) 


"A ferce of 190 men under the di- 


rection of six officers Is now at work 
trapping rats In an endeavor to map 
out exactly the area of rodent infec- 
tion. A thorough outgoing quarantine 
is being maintained of vessels clear- 
ing this port, both for foreign and do- 
mestic ports. Shipmasters and agents 
are notified that vessels must 
be 


'ended off eight feet from wharf and 
gangways must be guarded at 
all 


times and raised at night when ship 
s not actually working cargo. Ves- 
sels are fumigated thoroughly for rat 
destruction, and a certificate to that 
effect Is given the master of the 
vessel. 


'All this work is being done under 


he immediate supervision of a medi- 
cal officer of the service. In cases 


here vessels in the smallest respect 
ail to comply with all of these regu- 
ations, a note Is made on the face of 
heir port sanitary statement 
that 


hey have not complied with outgoing 
quarantine regulations in force at this 
iort, and no certificate of fumigation 
s given them. There has been a dis- 
position on the part of some foreign 
vessels to be a little careless in plac- 
ing their rat guards- This, however, 
is being rapidly overcome and yon 
may be assured that in no case will 
a certificate be Issued to any vessel 
that has not fully complied with all 
the regulations outlined above. 


"There is no cause for alarm either 


in this port or In foreign places." 


In addition Dr. Rueker sent a tele- 


gram regarding the situation at New 
Orleans under date of July 25th in 
substance as follows: 


"My professional and official opin- 


ion is that passenger traffic between 
New Orleans and Florida may be per- 
mitted to continue without danger to 
Florida, In the bubonic type of the 
disease Nand in the absence of suc- 
torial insects, the human being is a 
negligible factor in transmission ot 
the plague. 
Nine cases here have 


been bubonic, one septlcemlc and none 
pneumonic. Latter form not found in 
warm climates. At present time have 
one chief inspector and 38 assistant 
inspectors, inspecting outgoing over- 
land freight cars, prior to loading, to 
determine whether rat-proof and rat- 
free. Freight Inspected for same pur- 
pose where liable to harbor rats, is 
repacked. Loading occurs under ob- 
servation of' Inspector who seals and 
labels can. 


"Recommend that you direct local 


health officers of your ports to de- 
mand port sanitary statement of all 
vessels. Toil will facilitate our se- 
curing -rapid and ready fumigation. 


"A campaign of public education is 


being carried forward actively. Civic 
and commercial bodies are co-opera- 
ting with state and municipal boards 
ot health and public health service 
tor eradication ot plague. Voluntary 
rat proofing being done by many citi- 
zens- Town being cleaned up rapidly- 


"Believe that quarantine of human 


passengers and freight Is 
unneces- 


sary." 


The state health officer observed 


he disease In Havana, and the meth- 
ods there practised to destroy the rat 
population' ot that city. At New Or- 
eans, Florida is represented by Dr.

Geologists claim ' that the Caspian 


sea is continually sinking. Known to 
all schoolboys as the largest Interior 
body of water In tbe world, the Cas- 
pian is about 780 miles in greatest 
length and 330 mile* In extreme width. 
Its area is estimated to be 17O.OUO 
square miles, while tbe area of Kng- 
land and Walea is 08.000 odd square 
miles.

Notwlth- 
standlng its size, parts of tbe sea are 
very shallow, in the southern portions, 
however, a depth of over 8,000 feet 
baa been registered.

Tnelr Prices Are Law and Methods In 


Some Caui Ar* Crude. 


The barber shops of the United 


States and Canada are the finest in 
the world and charge the highest 
prices. 
Comparatively few cities of 


Europe use American chairs, and many 
of these run their barber shops in con- 
nection with men's furnishing stores. 


In most European cities u hair cut 


and a shampoo cost G cents, and in 
parts of London a shave costs 4 cents 
In some Italian cities 1 cent is charged 
for a shnve nnd 2 rente for a hair cut, 
and In Turkey barbers take their en- 
tire pay In tips. 


Many German barbers make wigs 


and switches while waiting for cus- 
tomers, and many French barbers do 
ladles' hairdressiuit. Austrian barbers 
are compelled to serve apprenticeships 
of four years on pay beginning at 41 
cents a week and ending at $1.02 a 
week before they can own their shops. 


Syrian barbers seat their customers 


in straight backed chairs before tiny 
wall mirrors and fix queer shaped pans 
about their tbroats. Then they rub on 
with their lingers lather made from 
cheap soap. 


in India your barber calls at your 


house and shaves you every morning 
for $2 a tuouth. 


In China the barbers carry stools, 


small tubs, razors and scissors about 
the streets, stopping on the sidewalks 
to perform their work, just as scissors 
grinders do in America. — New York 
Sun.

A thorough outgoing quarant 
is being maintained of vessels cle 
ing this port, both for foreign and 
tnestlc ports. Shipmasters and age: 
are notified that vessels must 
fended off eight feet from wharf a 
gangways must be guarded at 
times and raised at night when si 
is not actually working cargo. V 
sels are fumigated thoroughly for 
destruction, and a certificate to tl 
effect is given the master of t 
vessel. 


"All this work is being done unc 


the immediate supervision of a me 
cal officer of the service. 
In cas 


where vessels in the smallest respi 
fail to comply with all of these rei 
lations, a note Is made on the face 
their port sanitury statement 
tl 


they have not complied with outgo! 
quarantine regulations In force at tl 
port, and no certificate of fumigatl 
is given them. There has been a d 
position on the part of some forei 
vessels to be a little careless in pit 
Ing their rat guards. This, howevi 
is being rapidly overcome and y 
may be assured that in no case w 
a certificate be issued to any vest 
that has not fully complied with i 
the regulations outlined above.

And, moreover, every householder was 
ordered to keep a barrel of water be- 
fore his door.—London Standard. 


Sinking of th» Caspian Sea. 


Geologists claim ' that the Caspian 


sea is continually sinking. Known to 
all schoolboys as the largest Interior 
body of water In the world, the Cas- 
pian is about 780 miles in greatest 
length and 330 miles in extreme width. 
Its area is estimated to be 17O.OUO 
square miles, while the area of Eng- 
land and Wales la 08.000 odd square 
miles. These figures give a clear Idea 
of the size of tbe Caspian. Notwith- 
standing Its size, parts of tbe sea are 
very shallow. In the southern portions, 
however, a depth of over 8,000 feet 
has been registered. 
Our physical 


geography tells as that tbe present sea 
Is part of a vast oceanic water which 
at one time extended to the Arctic 
ocean.—Westminster Gazette.
